DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the 
section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1 .52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

G) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

In claim 1 , applicant has provided several sentences, as opposed to a single 
sentence, which recite different elements of the invention. Some of the elements are 
repeatedly recited in each of the sentences. The format used makes the claim 
confusing. For example, it is unclear if there are several blades or just one blade 
provided. Elements such as the "adjustment valve" which are merely inferentially 
claimed, should be positively recited along with its structural relationship in regards to 
the other elements. 
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In claim 2, applicant again has provided several sentences as opposed to the 
required one sentence form. In claim 2 there is recited a dependency upon claim 1 , 
such dependency is recited twice. This is improper. In claim 2, it is unclear if the recited 
"steam generator", "water reservoir" and "containers" are separate elements from the 
cooking surface or burner, vertical portion and container recited in claim 1 which 
perform the same functions. 

In claim 3, there is no antecedent basis for the "processing tool". Claim 3 is 
presented in multiple sentence form. Claim 3 fails to further limit the device of claim 1 . 

In claim 4, applicant has again provided several sentences. It is unclear if claim 4 
is dependent upon claim 1 or claim 2. Both claims are recited within the body of claim 4. 
In claim 4, there is no antecedent basis for the "rotating steam nozzle". It is unclear in 
claim 4 how the vertical portion extends and retracts. There is recited no structure for 
performing the extension or retraction. In claim 4, there is no antecedent basis for the 
"containers". In claim 4, elements such as the "steam control system", "analog or digital 
controls" and "microprocessor" are merely inferentially claimed and should be positively 
recited. 

In claim 5, applicant has provided several sentences. Claim 5 appears in 
independent form. There is no antecedent basis for the "drive shaft", "steam passage", 
"base portion" or "container". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kemker et al. 

There is disclosed in Kemker a food processing device which makes use of a 
mixer and steaming function, the device comprising: a base portion 2; a container 22 on 
the base; a vertical portion 6 extending up from the base and containing water for the 
generation of steam; a cooking surface 61 for heating the water; and a blade 10. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kemker et al. in view of Cai. 

Cai discloses a steaming device having a vertical portion 14 for holding a liquid 
for forming steam, a steam generator, a steam nozzle 59, 60 having steam passages 
63. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to substitute the steam 
generating and delivery means of Kemker with that disclosed in Cai, in order to provide 
an alternative way to deliver the steam to the container. 

Response to Arguments 
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Applicant should submit an argument under the heading "Remarks" pointing out 
disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must also discuss the 
references applied against the claims, explaining how the claims avoid the references or 
distinguish from them.
